1, it contrary to the ancient Charters and Ptiviledges cf 
'*that Ile and Ocdinances made and practiſed thereupon, 
direing the mannet how the quancities of Wooll, Leather, and 
other Commodities granced ro the Iſland and Caſtles, oughr ro be. 
diftributed, to wit, by che ſaid Governour, Depury, Bayliff and 
Jucats, who thereby arefiritly injoyned ro lee that all Bills oc 
Licenſes granted, and Rerugns thereupon may be regiſtred in ch= 
Courr of ] #rſey, by the Clark, paying for each onely 10 pence; bue 
contrary hereunto, the ſaid Col, Gibbons; (withour the privity of 
che Bayliffand Jurars, or keeping any Regiſtrins thereof ) hath 
eranced Licences forthe ſaid Commodities, to whom he pleaſed, 
reſerving for bimſelf, Allies,atid particular friends, nor ar all re!a- 
ted to the Iſland or Caſtles, the greateſt quantity : all which ille- 
gall and unjult proceedings, are very much to the prejudice of che 
State, and to the Marchants and others of char Iſland: ro the State, 
decanſe none could concrele not check him; eirher inthe grating 
and diſpoſing of the quanticies of the ſaid Commodities,althougu 
20 rimes tors then is allotted ro the Iſle and Caftles, -nor inthe 
Recurns which he hath made; ſo chat any'parr or parcel of Wool 
or Leather, hath been cravſported or connived at by him , ro 5e 
cranſported into France for his advantage;: being impoſhble ro

and 2ranrs of his Jate Highne(s, of other beneficial things in.Kene,
